senic would not; this white insoluble residuc 
is soluble in tartaric acid if it is antimony, 
and not soluble if it is this; I first, before dis- 
solving, evaporated to dryness the white res- 
idue; I now prepared a solution of tartaric acid 
in water, and added it to this white deposit, 
which it dissolved without much difficulty; 
now, 1 got a solution of this white solution in 
tartaric acid, and passed this solution through 
filter paper into a clean vessel, taking the 
precaution not to wash the filter paper, lest the 
water might carry away something else on it;

THE ARMY DESPOTISM. 
What a Civilian Has to Say in De- 
fense of it. 
To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. | 
Under the heading-of Tyrannized Soldiers 
—The Anti-American Laws that Govern the 
Army of the United States,“ vour edition of 
Dec. 26, 1871, gives what purports to be the 
results of interviews between one of your re- 
porters and various private soldiers. The re- 


curate information and gross ignorance of 
military affairs that it bears the unmistakable | 
impress of areference to books and a heavy | 
draft on a fertile imagination. The reference 
to thejseveral laws under which the Soldier's | 
Home is supported could have been made by 

few private soldiers; the reference to the pro- | 


| ceedings of courts martial could only have | 


nade by a citizen totally ignorant of | 
what he was writing about. 
this notice is no friend to an extension of 
military rule or its supremacy Cver the civil 
laws of the country, but he believes in the | 
army as a means of defense, and believes that | 
its efficiency as a means of defense can be 
sustained only by reserving within its legiti- | 
mate sphere a h eh state of discipline. 

The military governments of the South, the 
bayonet bills to carry elections, and the trial 
of civilians by military courts are new features 
in our military affairs, but what your paper 
calls the ‘‘anti-American laws that govern the 
United States army“ had their origin al 2 
very early day. The eighth section 2 article 
— of the Constitution of the United States 
axnressiy empowers CShgress “to make rules 
for the government of the land and naval 
torees, and the fifth amendment declares that | 
no person shall be held to answer for a capi- 
tal or otherwise infamous crime, unless on a | 
presentment or indictment of a grand jury, 
except in cases arising in the land and naval | 
Sorces.’” More than sixty years ago Congress 
exercised its power by enacting the articles of | 
war that now govern the army, and it is by | 
virtue of the above constitutional exception | 
that officers and soldiers are now tried by courts | 
martial, without indictment by a grand jury. 
If the framers of the Constitution were anti- 
Amcrican in these provisions, the fact has not | 
been generally kuown until revealed by your | 
reporter. Every officer and soldier, on enter- | 
ing the army, subscribes to the articles of war, 
and thereby voluntarily removes himseif frow 
tue ordinary provisions of law, so far as mili- | 
tary offenses are concerned, and, under the | 
tirat and tenth articles of war, subjects him 
self to the Rules and Articles of War. 

it is a mistake to suppose that soldiers are 
subjected to ‘‘wrongs, without redress. The | 
thirty-fifth article or war provides that if | 
any inferior officer or soldicr shall think him- 
self wronged by his Captain, or other officer, | 
he is to complain thereof to the commanding 
officer of the regiment, who is hereby required | 
to summon a regimental court-martial, for the | 
doing of justice to the complainant; from 
which regimental court-martial either party | 
may, if he thinks himself still aggrieved, ap- | 
peal to a general court- martial. 


It is equally a mistake to suppose that the 5 


civil courts afford no redress to an injured 
party merely because he isa soldier. A sol- 
dier may seek his remedy in the civil courts for 
injuries to his person, character or property, as 
well against an officer as against any other 
person. Not only has a soldier a civil reme- 
dy, but the criminal courts will punish an 
otfense committed by an officer against a sol- 
dier. A celebrated case is that of Captain 
Howe, of the United States army, who, while 
stationed in Florida, in 1889, caused the death 
of a soldier belonging to his command, and 
Captain Howe was, on demand, delivered to 
the civil authorities of Florida, indicted for 
manslaughter, and tried by a civil court. 

It is not true that a soldier on trial before 
a court-martial is denied the benefit of coun- 
sel. The in Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States declares that In all 
criminal prosecutions the accused shall have 
the assistance of counsel for his deſense, 
and this has been held by all the authorities 
to apply to the accused before a military as 
well as before a civil court. Ihe admisaion of 
counsel is the constant practice in mil- 
itary courts, and during the late war 
a number of the members of the 
bar of Louisville frequently appeared 
in such courts as counsel for the prisoner. In 
addition to this a security is given to a soldier 
on trial that a prisoner in a civil court does 
not have, for the 6%h Article of War provides 
that the prosecuting officer ‘‘shall s far con- 
sider himself as counsel! for the prisoner, after 
said prisoner shall have made his plea, as to 
object to any leading question to any of the 
witnesses, or any question to the prisoner, 
the answer to which might tend to criminate 
bimself.”’ 2 a 

It is true a private soldier is not tried by 
his peers, as none but commissioned officers 
can sit on a court martial. Our Articles of | 
War are a transcript ofthe British Military 
Act, andthe present mode of trial has ex- 
isted from time almost immemorial, under 
the guarantees of Magna Charter and passed | 
to us under the sanction ef our Constitution. | 
It is perhaps rather late to discover that a | 


| soldier is a subject of unbridled tyranny be- 
| cause he is not tried by his peers. 


It is difficult to understand how it works to 


the disadvantage of a soldicr to have the evi- 


dence against him written down. Unlike the 
finding of a jury, the finding of a court-mar- 
tial is not final. It has no force whatever | 
until it is reviewed and confirmed by a supe- 
rior officer; and those who know the difficul- | 
ties encountered lu making up bills of excep- 
tions for appeals from civil courts will not | 
readily appreciate an objection based upon 
the practice of writing down evidence as it 
comes from the lips of the witnesses. 

Your reporter asserts that “the judges and 
all members of courts-martial are sworn to 
secresy, and nothing is ever made public 
except the charges preferred and the sen- 
tence.”’ The only oath taken by members of 
a court-martial is that provided by the sixty- 
ninth article of war, in which, ufter swearing 
that they will well and truly try the cause ac- 
cording to the evidence, without partiality, 
favor or affection, they obligate selves 
not to “di the sentence of the court un- 
til it ehall be published by the proper author-

BLOWING UP. 


Extraordinary Experimentes on Steam 
Boilers. 
From the Providence Journal. 

On the 22d and 23d November a commence- 
ment was made in a serfes of experiments on 
steam boilers as extraordinary as they are in- 
teresting and important. 

Mr. Francis B. Stevens, of the Camden and 
Amboy repair department, Hoboken, N. J. 
proposed to the united railroad companies of 
New Jersey that a set of experiments should 
be made upon stcam boilers with the object 
of learning something of the causes and con- 
ditions of explosions. 

The com es, with gencrous and intelli 
gent appreciation of the plan proposed, voted 
ien tho dollars to defray expenses, and 
cave the use of their shops. 

Accordingly, Mr. Stevens collected several 
old boilers which had beca removed from 
gteamboais recently, and built several others 
of other patterns. 

These were subjected to the hydrostatic 
test several times until fractured, and they 
were each time rep Their weak points 
having been thus strengthened, they be- 
came much stronger than when taken out. 
The — thus obtained were carefully re- 
corded. 

The boilers were then all taken down to 
Sandy Hook and there set upon the United 
States reservation, to be exploded, if possible, 
by steam. 

A party of nearly fifty well-known engi- 
neers, railroad officials, and scieutilic men, 
were present at the latter rather hazardous 
experiments, which took place on the days 


above stated. 


The resultg may be stated in a very few 
words: 

A steamboat boiler of 6 feet,6-inch shell, 
and 13 years old bore 983 pounds of steam, 


leaking so freely at that pressure that no 


| higher pressure could be obtained. 


A special construction made in imitation of 
the back end of Westticld’s boiler, with its 
stay bolts similarly distributed, burst with a 
tremendous explosion, at 165 pounds, an 
when nearly full of water, its pieces flying far 
from their original location, do co 
able damage and throw ns 
brick-work along way, and into the midst of 
the party of observation.

Next day a steamboat boiler, twenty-five 
years old, which had been allowed to the 
United States Inspector to be worked at 30 
pounds pressure „ the time when re- 
moved, and which been tested at 59 
pounds with water pressure, exploded at 534 
pounds steam p .

undred feet into the air, and fell about four

explosion so long as their boilers. contain 
plenty of water.“ 

The last experiment alsa showed, as some 
few engineers had previously urged, that a 
boiler may explode at a pressure less than 
that of the hydrostatic test, and thus proved 
the test now prescribed by the United States 
laws to be not only uncertain as a test of the 
boiler’s strength, but to be very probably in- 
jurious when straining the boiler to nearly the 
limit of its strength. 

It is to be hoped that other of our railroad 
companies and steamboat owners will sec 
that their own interests, as well as those of 
the public, are involved in the continuance 
of these experiments, and it is to be hoped 
that they will accept the invitafion of the 
united railroad companies of New Jersey to 
unite in defraying the expenses of a greatly 
extended serics of experiments under the dl- 
rection of Mr. Stevens.

The outrages were in such deti- 
ance of law—yea, even the laws of recon- 
strucuion—that the Southern people of Ar- 
kansas, native and alien, very properly 
have rebelled“ against the law not aveng- 
ing itself. Only the rebels, in this case, 
are the men of property in the State, of 
whatever political complexion, whose 
prosperity is directly assailed by uncheck- 
ed outlawry, such as has been that of 
Chicot county. 


In Nevada, Missouri, last week, Judge 
MeArxx, Judge of the Probate Court of 
Vernon county, was arrested for alleged 
conspiracy against the Federal Govern- 
ment. A citizen of Nevada had been ar- 
rested and imprisoned by a United States 
marshal upon suspicion of counterfeiting. 
A wnt of habeas corpus was asked of 
Judge McArzs for his release, which was 
granted, and the accused brought before 
him. The grounds for his arrest did not 
seem sufficient to warrant his longer de- 
tention, and he was accordingly discharged 
from custody. Subsequently Judge Mc- 
Ark was himself arrested upon the 
charge that he bad conspired against the 
United States, but was subsequently re- 
leased on bail. The action has caused 
great indignation in the community, and 
the second act in the drama will be watched 
with interest. 

We publish on our third page, this 
morning, a carefully prepared biography 
of the late Rev. RonxR J. BRECKINRIDGE, 
taken from the Cincinnati Gazette of yes- 
terday. Our sketch of his life, published 
yesterday, was gotten up in haste and 
with only such material as could be col- 
lected in the hurry of 1 o'clock in the 
morning, at which time the announcement 
Jof his death was received; and, 
although correct in all its particu- 
lars, was not so full ot comprehensive 
as this. Of course the Gazette’s account 
is colomgd by a friendship in sympathy 
with the reverend gentiemaz in all the 
varied and active controversies of his 


each party to the dispute tells his story with 
all possible and improper emphasis.

If Mr. Knooun's 
resources are as abundant as they are repre- 
sented the liquidation of Mr. Morrisszy’s 
little bill would have been at least the wis- 
dom of discretion. ‘If they are not, it 
would still have been the part of prudence 
to come to a satisfactory settlement or 
compromise of some sort. It is not 80 
much that gambling debts are fair 
or honest debts as that they are personal 
obligations based upon the supposed good 
faith of the contracting party. It may in- 
deed be wrong to gamble. But it is al- 
ways right, and generally safe, to keep, 
even with thieves, the word that has been 
given. ‘There are excuses why a man may 
not pay his lawful debts. There are often 
reasons why he can not pay his gambling 
debts. But, whatever may be said to the 
contrary, there is no surer sign of total 
abandonment and self-abasement than in- 
difference in this regard. Hence is it that 
the repudiation of debts of honor” means 
so much more than the denial of other 
pecuniary obligations. They are based 
upon a man's word of honor, no more, no 
less; and, if he sees fit to refuse to pay, he 
can not be made to pay. Mr. Morrissry 
does not expect toget his money in law. 
The affair is doubtless one of personal 
feeling, ind the object of publicity the 
disgrace of Mr. Korn. 

The plaint of the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial is touching, but not conclusive. It is 
a sermon against gambling, without being 
a defense of Mr. Kueour.

Money Matters in Chicago. 
[Tribune, 27th.) 
No statements ever made by the National 


States have ever been scanned with so much 
general iaterest as those published at the close 
of last week by the ba of this city. The 
banks haye recently passed through an or- 
deal which would naturally have been ex- 
pected to bankrupt half of them, and yet their 
statements show them to be stronger in avail- 
able cash means than they were before the 
great disaster. There are, of course, other 
items of great interest to the public, but the 
vercentaze of available funds which a bank 
as at its command iu proportion to deposits, 
is geucrilly accepted as an index of its sol- 
veney aid the prudence of its general man- 
agement Twenty-five per cent. is com- 
monly cegarded as a sufficient margin 
to hold against circulation and e- 
posits, and the streugth of the Na- 
tional banks of this city at present may 
be cstimated by the fact that, counting their 
cash, their securities on hand (exclusive of 
bonds ceposited with the Treasurer of the 
United Mates), and their checks on each other, 
they holl available means to the average ex 
tent of over63 per cent. of their deposits, 
while oa October 2 they held 54-6 = cent. 
On the average they would only be obliged to 
callin about one-third of their loans, to pay 
off every depositor in full. Individually, 
there is of course a great difference from this 
average, but compared to the ordinary con- 
dition of banks, they are all stronger than 
usual inthat respect. In fact, they all hold a 
larger percentage of cash means than is com- 
patible vith large profits. There is, however, 
a notable change in the deposits of individuai 
8, the increase of some and the decrease 
of other, showing that there has been a shif.- 
ing of deposits from one set of banks to anoth 
er. As compared with the statement of Octo 
ber 2, there had been on December 16,a decrease 
Of $2,582,095 in the loans, resulting from the 
small demand for money, and the “disposition 
of the banks to fortify themselves against any 
emergeacy. Their cash and securities on 
hand had increased $562,710, their available 
exchange had increased $2,320,368, and their 
aggregate deposits had decreased $1,516,777, 
The decrease of deposits is contrary to gen- 
eral expectation. There was a time in No 
vember when it Was believed that the agere 
gate deposits of the banks was higher than 
on October 2, but about the Ist of December 
mouey became active, and deposits were large- 
ly drawn down; but even then they were ten 
millions higher than was held by the National 
banks at their December statement in 1870, 
the tota of deposits at that time being only 
$16,046,097. This great increase may be part- 
ly accounted for by the organization of three 
new National banks since last year, but the 
chicf cause is the abundance of money this 
year compared to last. 

The most notable ehange in the items of 
‘any cne bank is the reduction of the surplus 
of the Northwestern from $500,000 on October 
2, to $250,000 on December 16. This does 
not, of course, represent losses, but has prob- 
ably been appropriated for a dividend to 
stockholders. 

Mone; continues easy, and there was but 
little actvity in business at the banks to-day. 
There is very little demand from the coun- 
try for cirrency, and some of the country 
banks sve even ordering remittances from 
here to New York.

This pressure“ ia well remem cred, It suc- 
ceeded admirably, and resulted in placing 
$50,000,000 of the new fives in the banks, leav- 
mg $30,000,000 only to be sold abroad. For 
the sale of these $80,000,000 six months were 
allowed from the Ist of September, the bonds 
bearing interest all the time to the Syn- 
dicate. There was a fourth stipulation, by 
which the Treasury was bound to go on 
making purchases of five-twenties as fast as 
its means would allow, and also to call“ for 
redemption $140,000,000 of the earliest five- 
twenties of 1862, which were mostly held 
abroad. These five-twenties were then below 
par, and a lively speculation was at once 
started, in which members of the Syndicate 
are said to have realized large profits, going 
into the market and buying boldly, as they 
had the option of forcing Mr. Boutwell to 
take their bonds at higher figures, either as 
purchases for the sinking fund or by calls for 
the $140,000,000. The profit on the bonds thus 
disposed of to the 1 and speculated in 
without risking a dollar of their own capital. 
is estimated at more than a million of dollars, 
while their other profits from bonds and

In return for all these concessiens the Syn- 
dicate does not seem td have bound itself by 
any absolute engagement to take the uew five

t the market had failed to take them off their 
hands ata profit during the six months Mr. 
Boutwell held no security, we believe, by 
which the negotiation could be enforced. te 
seems to have contented himself with binding 
the Treasury without reciprocally binding the 

dicate. He bound the Treasury to pay 
them double interest on all the bonds th 
could pass off within the limit of $30,000,000, 
and at the expense of the public he made a 
free gift to the Syndicate of privileges equiv- 
alent to all the money which the Treasury 
could save by the reduction of interest during 
two years. 

Such facts suggest that the new loan was 
negotiated rather for the benctit of the Syn- 
dicate than for the relief of the Treasury. 
und that in regard to the pressure of the debt 
the tax-payers and the people of this couutry 
willbe inno better a position than if the 
funding operation had beea omitted by Mr. 
Boutwell and undertaken two vears hence, in 
1873. But there are many other causes for 
the unpopularity of this new loan.

Commercial Value ot Insects. 


Commerce brings into the market almost 
everything that has a being in the water, on 
the earth, and in the air; from the whale that 
spouts and foams in the great deep, to the 
smallest insect that exists n the land. A 
late writer remarks, with great justice, that 
„the importance of insects to commerce 
scarcely ever treated of. Great Britaid does 
not pay less thau a million of dollars annual- 
ly for the dried carcasses of a tiny insect— 
cochineal. Gum shellac, another insect pro- 
duct from India, is of scarcely less pecuniary 
value. A million and a half of human beings 
derive their sole support from the 
culture and manufacture of silk, and the silk 
worm alone creates an annual circulating me- 
dium of between one hundred and fifty and 
two hundred millions of dollars. Half a mill- 
ion of dollars are annually spent in England 
alone for foreign honey; ten thousand hundred 
weight of wax is imported into that couatry 
each year. Then there are the gall nuts of 
commerce, used for dyeing. and in the manu- 
facture of ink, etc., while the cantharides, or 
Spanish fly, is an important insect to the 
medical practitioner. In this way we see the 
importance of certain classes of the insect 
race, while in another view, the rest clear the 
air of noxious vapors, and are severally de- 
signed by nature for useful purposes, though 
we in our blindness may not understand them.

The total receipts for the vear compared 
with 1870 show an increase of 19,718 beeves, 
6,397 calves, and 419,688 hogs, and a decrease 
of 181,842 sheep and lambs and 60 milch 
cows. 

The general tendency of prices has been 
downward. Beeves have at no time been sold 
at as high prices as during the first week in 
January, and since the second week in July 
bave generally ruled 4 cents per pound net 
lower than at the opening of the year, and 
considerably lower than at any time siuce the 
first werk in April, 1864. The advance in the 
price of wool, aud the actual scarcity of fat 
sheep, prevented any marked decline in 
sheep and lambs, and the prices of 1871 
compare favorably with the figures 
for 1870. From January to May the re- 
ceipts of hogs were comparatively light, and 
gees were more than sustained; but from the 

rst of May to the first of July there was a de- 
cline of fully 2 cents per Ib live weight, and 
since that date the market has ruled fairly 
steady, one month with another, at close to 
5c per lb for prime bacon hogs; whereas, for 
the firet four months of the year, the average 
price was more than 7c per lb. The traffic in 
milch-cows in this market has been small and 
unimportant. In sympathy with the decline 
in beeyes prices have depreciated, and good 
cows that have been selllng recently at $75 
and 880 were worth $100 and $110 one year 
ago. A large number of vealand grass calves 
have been received and sold during the year 
and while the grass calves had to be sold at 
lower prices, correspouding to the general 
decline in values of live stock, fat veal calves 
were not pleaty and brought good prices 
throughout the year, 

The quality of the stock reeeived in 1871 
was averagely better than for any year since 
1861, and probably superior to the receipts of 
anz previous year. With unimportant excep- 
tions the cattle from Kentucky, Ohio, Iudi- 
ana, Iowa, [linois, Missouri. Kansas and 
Michigan were of medium to prime quality, 
and embraced a large number of very fine ma- 
tured droves of upwards of 1,400 pounds live 
weight average. Some of the Texas cattle 
were thin and not fit for the butcher, but 
more were in fair flesh and others really fat, 
And the show of Christmas beeves was Rur 
and better than ever before seen here. e 
sheep, especially from Ohio and Canada, have 
been generally fat, and although in numbers 
there is a large falling off from last year, the 
higher average of weight meas bal- 
ances the account. Canada contributed liber- 
ally to the Christmas stock, but the offering 
was not equal to that oflast year. Hogs have 
been almost invariably fat and smooth, and the 
average weight has greatly exceeded the aver- 
age of last year. 

As a natural consequence of the downward 
tendency in prices, none of the regular drov- 
ers and shippers of beeves from the West 
have made money and some of them must 
have sustained very heavy losses; but no fail- 
ures of consequence have been reported. 
About the lst of February last, Mr. John T. 
Alexander, whose weekly shipments to this 
market had been very heavy for many years, 
and whose losses in the year 1870 were esti- 
mated at close to $500,000, retired from the 
cattle business, and in the management of his 
farm of 28,000 acres in Illinois, finds ample 
scope for his energies. Whilethe drovers and 
shippers of beeves have been generally losers 
in the year’s transactions, the slaughterers 
who commenced the year ina sound coudl- 
tion have made money; and, excepting a few 
financial cripples tnd incompetents, are sound 
and prosperous now. The sheep trade ought 
to have been satisfactory to all parties, and 
would have been but for two causes: too 
many eager, ignorant buyers of stock in the 
country and on the ri mad, and too many slip- 
shod slaughterers here. That there have been 
no failures of consequence either among buy- 
ers or sellers may be attributed more to good 
luck than to good -business management. 
Sharp, energetic commission salesmen have 
saved the careless buyers from bankruptcy; 
and high prices and prompt payment for pelts 
and wool skins have kept the feeble slaughter- 
ers from failure. Fora considerable time the 
hog slaughterers were doing a losing business, 
but when all the losses and profits for the year 
are footed up the balance will be on the nght 
side. The trade ls in the hands of thorough 
business men, and is conducted upon sound 
principles.

The Weight of a Bashel of Coal. 

The following is the law m reference to the 
weight of coal per bushel in the State of 
Kentucky, which will be a matter of interest 
to many at this time: 

That the veg" of stone-coal in this Com- 
monwealth shall hereafter be 80 pounds to 
the bushel for all except Wheeling and Ken- 
tucky riyer coals. Wheeling coal shall be 
84 pounds to the bushel, and Kentucky river 
coal 78 pounds to the bushel; Adrian Branch 
of Cumberland river coal, 72 pounds. 
Approved December 22, 1963. e chap- 
ter 52. page 6, Acts 1863 and 1 
That hereafterithe weight of unscreened 
stone coal of everykind sold in this Common- 
wealth shall be four pounds more to the 
bushel than the same kind and character of 
stone coal when screened. That if any person 
shall sell unscreened coal as for screened 
coal, he shall be liable to a fine of not less 
than five nor more than twenty dollars for 
each offense, to be recovered by warrant be 
fore any justice of the 2 having jurisdic- 
tion Adopted March 18, 1870. 

That all stone coal mined or procured from 
mines or banks on Rockcastle river and tribu- 
tarics shall be known as Rockcastle coal, and 
sold at seventy-six pounds to the busbel. 

Any person selling Rockcastle coal at a less 
weight to the bushel than seventy-six pounds 
shall be fined in the gum of five dollars for 
cach olleuse, to be recovered by warrant im the

what is demanded by common humanity. 

Judge Price rather questioned his power to 
adopt the course suggested by the prisoner's 
counsel, but intimated that he would send to the 
jail and give orders forthe proper treatment of 
the woman. 

Gen. Marshall insisted that as far as not hay. 
ing power to do so, why the Judge's power to 
examine the question of crimimality may be 
bounded; but the statute expressly declared 
what should be done where a writ de A:natico is 
the proper remedy, and it is the proper course 
to take, because underlying all the law is the 
question of moral responsibility—that is, on the 
supposition that the party is laboring under 
disease. The question of criminal responsibility 
was settled by empaneling a jury to inquire into 
the lunacy of the prisoner; because it would be 
the veriest farce in the world for a courtto sit 
and treat a lunatic prisomer, and commit 
that lunatic to the Oyer and Terminer 
Court, on the idea that it had no 
legal power to ascertain the condition of the 
party accused. He finally submitted that the 
statute empowered his Honor to commit pris 
one rs who were not morally responsible on ac- 
count of lunacy to a hospital or any asylum 
where they could be properly treated, and on re- 
covery be delivered to the proper officers to 
have the case tried on the question of criminal 
responsibility. He thought Judge Price took a 
restricted view of his pcwer. He submitted, in 
view of this case being one of hysteria mania, 
that as a matter of public decency, as a matter 
of humanity, upon the statements of the physi- 
cians, his Honor should net commit this lady to 
the cells of the jail, but to a hospital or asyium. 

The Prosecuting Attorney having taken a dif- 
ferent view of the law from General 
shall. Judge Price, after remarking that the 
idee of committing an insane person to jail was 
horrible and shocking to his feelings, etill, where 
a person, as in this case, commits a crime caus- 
ing tae death of enother person, the case was 
very serious, and he concluded to commit Mrs. 
Weisert to jail, stating that he himself would 
see the jailer and have her confined so that she 
could not mix with the other prisoners, and so 
that she could receive suitable medical treat- 
ment. The case would be continued until 
Seturday. 


Mrs. Weisert was then led away by an officer, 
whom she accompanied reluctantly, her coun- 
tenance twitching in a very nervous and dis- 
tracted manner.

LIMBERGER CHEESE. 

A Dangerous Article ef Food—An 
Entire Family Poisoned by Eat- 
ing it. 

Limberger cheese has of late years gained 
great popularity in this country as an article of 
food, among à certain class of our citizena, and 
has hithe: to been regarded as perfectly harmless 
and wholesome by those who prefer it, with all 
its loathsome stench, to other species of the 
same name and of sweeter taste and flavor. 
But circumstances of the last few weeks have 
revealed some very strange facts in regard to 
the much-cherished Limberger, which at least 
cast a suspicios upon its reputation, and render 
it extremely doubtful whetker it will much 
longer be considered, by those who have hitherto 
shown a fondness for it, a great delicacy when 
eaten with pretzels and beer. 

About two months ago an account was pub- 
lished in the Courrgr-JouRNAL of the poisoning 
of three children of a man named Chariey Koch, 
on Green street, between Campbell and Winzel, 
by the use of Limberger cheese. The physician 
attending explained that the liquid caused by 
the decomposition of the cheese coming in con- 
tact with the leaden .wrapper, acteate of lead 
was produced, which permeated and poisoned 
the cake. 

A case precisely similar to this occured on 
Wednesday evening in the family of Phillip Hagg, 
a German grocer, on the corner of Jefferson and 
Clay streets, in which the parents and four 
children were poi oned. The cheese was used 
at the supper-table, about 6 o'clock, and about 
an hour afterward four children, aged respec 
tively eleven, five, three, aad the fourtha little 
over one year, were taken suddenly sick, omit- 
ing violently.

have had no chance with him. Mace was reck- 
oned to be the most scientific man in Engiand, a 
quick, gure hitter, but his age and previous hard 
trainings and punishments had done their work, 
and left him no match for a younger man in a 
hard struggle for such a jrize as the champioa- 
ship of the world. 

The weather on the day of the fight was bitter 
cold and raining. and Mace felt its effects se- 
verely, shaking visibly. Coburn, on the con- 
trary, stepped into the ring a vigorous athlete 
with perhaps just a very little less science, but a 
great deal more strength than his opponent. 
Coburn fought very cautiously, following 
Heenan‘’s advice to wear Mace out, and 
the latter, after a spart, showed the 
white feather, retiring into his corner and 
fighting doggedly on the defensive. Kelly says 
Mace struck Coburn about the eyes, inflicting 
what are known in the ring as surface-blows, the 
result being to make Coburn bleed profusely, 
but Baving no worse effect than to require fre- 
quent sponging. and to make him game for the 
real “tug of war which was to come. 

It is distinctly charged that Mace, when he 
got into hia corner, tried a dodge to cause Co- 
burn to strike him afoul blow. Mace adopted a 
plan of hitching up his right hip to an 
angle which made it possible that Co- 
burn, who madea point of delivering very 
heavy body hits, might accidentally 
strike too low—below the belt—and cause a 
foul. One tremendous blow which the Ameri- 
can champion struck Mace on the body, just be- 
low the heart, nearly doubled him up. and 
caused him to utter au involuntary exclamation 
of intense pain. 

Kelly says. also, that Cuburn was doubtful 
of Mace Kill and prowess. Kelly urged him 
t to force the fight, but Coburn 
would not do so to any great extent, 
fearing that Mace’s pondereus fist might 
take him unawares in some dangerous 
spot. Whenthe fight was broughtto « stop, 
Lewever, Coburn evidently had the best of it, 
and had it continued to an end, would, without 
an accident, have whipped Mace. 

Kelly says that O'Baidwin is undoubt- 
ediy the “b¢st man in the world. His 
acicnee in the ring is equal to 
that of any man in the business, and with his 
immense size and strength renders him invinci- 
ble.

On being asked his opinion of prize-fighting 
in general, Keily declared that there were many 
other worse callings. He referred to gambling 
hella, into which the unwary ore lured end plun- 
dered, and said thatthe energy of the officers 
of the law would be much better directed in gup- 
pressing such institutions than in putting down 
prize-fighting. 

‘Two men, said he, “agree to go out end try 
which isthe best man in fair fight. It is their 
own affair, as they neither foree nor entice 
others into the business, and they 
harm no one but themselves. if 
they choose to engage in a fair stand- 
upefight, it is no one else’s business.
